The Latest Revival of the De- 
preciated-Scrip Canal 
Claim. 


A Modest Demand for $590, 000, 


with Interest for For- 
ty Years. 


Though Poor, the Claimants Are

CANAL CLAIMS, 


THE DEPRECIATED-SCRIP RING MAKE AN- 
OTHER BREAK. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April 4.—|Special.]— 
The case of Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce finds 
its parallel in the long-drawn-out history of 
the claims by the contractors on the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal against the State of Lili- 
nois. Like that now historical fiction and 
typical illustration of the vexatious delays to 
which suitors were once subjected in the 
English chancery courts, the case of the ca- 
nal claimants has hung on so long, and 
passed through so many stages, that few out- 
side of the surviving contractors themselves, 
or their heirs, have either been able or cared 
to keep the run of it. The present genera- 
tion = of statesmen who congregate 
every two years at Springfield for the 
most part know but little about it, 
except by tradition, the fact that the same 
claim has been before their predecessors in 
one way and another for session after ses- 
sion, and the further fact that it is likely to 
turn up biennially hereafter until the crack 
of doom, provided the supply of heirs doesn’t 
run out before. The chances of its going 
through have steadily decreased since the 
claimants made their first break. The older 
and more musty it grows, the less the chance. 
But the claimants have sent so much good 
money after bad that they don’t propose to 
give up now. They are behind the game, 
and. although any one but a claimant can 
see that it is runume against them, they have 


apparently resolved to stay in and wait for 
Te lucky | d which is never likely to be 


ciaim, in a word, is for losses the con- 
— * suffered by reason of the deprecia- 
in serip and other paper evidences of in- 
ebtedness they were campelled to take from 
the State for work perfornied and materials 
furnished in the’ construction of the canal. 
There is no question the scrip depreci- 
ated and that they suffered the loss; the only 
question is whether they are in a position to 
come before the State and demand to be ro- 
imbursed—in short, whether the Claim is 
good either in law or equity. ö 
POOLING THEIR ISSUES. 

The number of claimants has now shrunk 
to thirty. The clainis were revived this ses- 
sion, as they have been for years back, but 
instead of coming in separately as hereto- 
tore they were bünched together in one bill, 
the claimants having evidently pooled their 
issues and decided to stand at the doors of 
the Legislature together and pound on 
the portals of the ‘Treasury in uni- 
son; it might make more noise that 
way. John Lonergau, a brother, | the way, 
of ex-Couuty Commissloner Tom onergan, 
of Cook. heads the list, and was selected by 
22— to represent the pool at Spring- 


held. 

Au elderly and matronly-looking lady, 
beuming with smiles and clothed in a fur- 
lined circular, may occasionally be seen in 
the galleries and lobbies of either House, 
carelesly chatting with the members. ‘Lhe 
carelesness is assumed. She is talking real 
business. The elderly lady is Mrs. Sanger— 
the relict of one of the contractors, anda 
familiar figurein the lobbies every session 
for years back. It has been something of a 
puzzle until recently to figure out just who 
was to wield the laboring legal oar in the 
race. It is a puzzle no longer. Senator 
Cullom has recently been requested 
by Gen. McCiernand, Who is retained 
in the case, and by a number of 
the claimants, to actas counsel, and, having 
consistently refused to putin his oar while 
Governor for six years, when a word would 
have done a good deal towards pushing the 
claims, is now in a position to take part in 
the case with good grace and without en- 
countering any special criticisw, unless some 
ove were to question what is now the very 
common practice of a United States Senator 
engaging in such a role, 

UNWILLING TO TOUGH IT. 


How many days Lonergan spentin vainly 
hunting for some one who would consent to 
introduce the claimants’ bill, history fails to 
relate. Evidently discouraged in the Sen- 
ate, he confined his attention to the mem- 
bers of the House, and finally prevailed on 
Mr. Herrington, the Democratic wheel- 
horse from Kane, to perform the 
unwelcome job. How unwelcome it 
was, may be imagined from Mr. Herrington’s 
statement on the floor of the House, in in- 
troducing the bill, that he did not believe in 
the claims, would not champion them, and 
would vote against them—if they ever came 
up. They haven't come up yet, and perhaps 
never will. The Finance Committee, to 
whom they were referred, has never consid- 
ered them, though it has had them since the 
Sth of March, and Mr. Herrington says he 
will never appeur in their behalf before the 
committee. Perhaps Senator Cullom and 
some of the claimauts will. 

ALL ABOARD. 


The omnibus which conveys these several 
claims is officialliy known as House Bill No. 
537, and reads as follows:

PRAYERS AND TEARS. 


The bill is accombanied by an eight-page 
petition, done up in a pink cover, wherein 
the claimants luguburiously set 3 their 
unquestionably hard luck 
lief. It opens up with * at the 
neer history of the State 
growin of the idea of — — Lake Mich- 
gan and the Illinois River by a canal. 
nally “the pioneer legislators of Illinois 
hopefully launched this grand enterprise 
upon an unexplored sea of experiments. in 
their expectations, it was to coufer great 
benefits on both the State and the Nation. It 
Was to open a way through Lllinois, as 
through a gate for a considerable share of 
the internal trade of the whole country, and, 
in possible emergencies, a safe passage for | 
its armies and war munitions.” But there 
was another side to the picture, and the peti- 
tion proceeds to uncover present it 
fellows: 

When Illinois embarked in this enterprise sh 
was in her intancy. o red man had — anally" 
receded beyond her 5 The United 
owned the great body of the lands 5 — r 
limits. The northern balf of tho State was 
chiefly a wilderness. Rural settlements oc- 
curred Only at wide intervals. Chicago, a marvel 
or the present day, was then a straggling vil- 
inge composed mainly of inexpensive wooden 
buildings. Laborers, work-animals, food, ma- 
chinery, materials—nay, everything necessary 
forthe prosecution of work on the canal—had to 
be brought at great cost of time and wm he 
froin distant places. Moreover, « malarial dis- 
ease, chilis and fevers, common to New coun- 
tries, in the summers of 1838 ana 1839 disabied 
almost every officer, contractor. and laborer on 
the cunal, Aud as a further aggravation of the 
situation the financia! revulsion of 1837 came, 
precipitating a general suspension of specie 
payments and carrying down the credit of the 
State with that of its banks, in which both its 
ordinary and extraordinary revenues were de- 
posited. These revenues then consisted of taxes 
— proceeds of a large amount of State 

nds. 

A train of calamities followed. The banks, in- 
guifed in insolvency, went out of existence. 
Warrants drawn by Auditor on the Treasur- 
er declined 50 per cent and bonds of the 
State quite 70 percent. Interest on the public 
debt was left unpaid in 1841, and thereafter 
wholly or partially until a constitutional pro- 
vision was made in 1848 for atax for the pay- 
ment of the public debt. Remarkably, how- 
ever, the debt so provided for was exclusive of 
the canal debt. 

In 1842, and for more than two yeara ensuing, 
payments to tnecanal contractors were sus- 

soded. In 1843 their contracts with the Canal 

commissioners were virtually rescinded by an 
act of the Legisiature, and the canal, with mf of 
its appurtenances apa incidents of lands and 
credits, was conveyed in trust asa security 
for a further loan of $1,600,000 to hasten 
its completion. In the meantime—that is 
to suy, frum 1887 to 1845—the contractors’ were 
paid for their work in nothing other scarcely 
than in varying forms of depreciated promises, 
mainly in “interest scrip,”’ in * certificates of 
canal indebtedness,”’ in “Governor's scrip,” and 
State bouds. In the meantime, too, as a conse- 
quence of this depreciation the prices of all 
kinds of supplies necessary for an efficient pros- 
ecution of work oa the canal were enormously 
enhanced. Tous the diminished compensation 
received by the contractors was mec by increased 
expenses on their part. ; Doubtless, if 
the State had been able to pay y the eoptractors 
according to its engagements, its jealousy for its 
honor would have prompted it to do so. Now 
that it is abuudantly able why will it not do su? 

A SOURCE OF REVENUE. 

The petitioners next assert that the State 
profited more by the contractors than the 
contractors by the State; that the canal act- 
ually saved the State from utter — 25 
while the system of railroads vrojected in 
1837 collapsed: and that the canal had already 
worked to the benefit of the State, invitin 
immigration, bringing to the State’s credit 
$5,337,554 from the sale of canal nee $3, 997,- 
Oxi. 20 in tolls from 1848 to 1858, and in rev- 
enues unexpended and transferred to the 
State by the Canal Trustees in 1871, $92,099.41 
whereas the disbursements for the cana 
under the act Of 1836 amounted to $4,979,903, 
and under the “coercive” act of 1843 to 
$1,429,606, leaving a balance of credits of 
$2,917,425. Si. To this, they claim, should be 
added the value of the canal, its water-power, 
and other Delongings, all of which reverted 
to the State in 1871. 

SCRIP SALES. 

They then proceed to show, from the testi- 
mony of Daniel Davidson and W. B. Ogden, 
before Abraham Lincoln and Noah Jolhn- 
ston, the first Commissioners appointed to 
investigate these claims, the extent of the 
depreciation on interest scrip, canal indebt- 
edness, and canal bonds. The following table 
shows the price on the dollar of actual sales 
for the several kinds of indebtedness for the 
dates named:

DOWN WITH THE nns. 

The petitioners naturally resent the objec- 
tion that their claims are barred by the 
statute of limitations, passed in 1847, unre- 

aled, and now a part of Chap. 20 ot the 
Bevised Statutes, under the ead “ Commis- 
sion of Claims.” Under the act of 1847 all 
persons with claims against the State were 
required to present them before Jan. 1, 1849, 
or they could net be cousidered. Sec. 4 of 
that act further provided that hereafter all 
unliquidated claims against the State shall be 
proved up and filed as above within two years 
from the time such claim may have arisen; 
and any claim not presented and proved up 
as above and filed shall foréver barred 
from payment by the State.” ‘It may be 
said, however, on the other hand, 
that the creation of two commissions, 
one in 1852 and the other in i855, for the par- 
pose of passing on these very claims, prac- 
tically repealed the statute of limitations; 
ami that the present Legislature, if it so 
choose, can repeal the work of the Legisla- 
ture of 1847. ut che petitioners maker ne 
point on that. Their general position is, that 
as the statute does not run against the 
sovereign, so, by the rule of reciprocity, it 
ought not to ran against the citizen or sub- 
ject of the sovereignty. “ Upon no conceiv- 
able moral principle,” they say. “* can it be 
held that the delinquency of the State to per- 
form its duty should absolve it from the 
same duty. Such a doctrine would reverse 
all ethical ideas.“ They also deny, as a

“But they have,” continued the officer, 
“and complaints are being received every 
day from all parts of the country. Some 
District-Attorneys are in doubt as to the law 
in such cases, but several have already found 
indictments against guilty parties.“ 

How does the Solicitor of the Treasury 
regard the matter? 

“Oh, he has no doubt as to the act of gild- 
ing the pieces being one of counterfeiting, 
and that all persons possessing such gilded 
coins are liable at any time to be compel 
show honest intentions in their pusses- 
sion.’ 

** Will the fact that the word ‘cents’ is to 
be added to the new pieces decrease the hab- 
it of gilding ?”’ 

“No, not materially. The ignorant and 
many intelligent persons will still accept 
them as $5 pieces, as the reverse of the piece 
is very similar to the gold coin.” 

Another Treasury official says the nickel 
pieces were a grave mistaky, and they 
should never have been made. Why.“ he 
said, **men have been paying a premium for 
them, and the records of the secret service 
will show their purpose in doing this. They 
were designed to 18 somebody’s 
memory, and they will do it. The peniten- 
tiary will soon be full of living monuments 
to the greatness of their inventor.“ 


THE MEXICAN TREATY. 
SECRETARY FRELINGHUYSEN CONFIDENT OF 
bes ITS RATIFICATION. _

THE DUTY ON KNIT GOODS. 

The speech of Col. F. A. Conkling in New 
York’ arraigning ex-Secretary Windom for 
his action in regard to the duties on knit 
goods lacks the element of accuracy. The 
duties collected by the department were in 
strict accordance with the letter of the law 
up to the time of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in the case. Circulars were then print- 
ed at once from the Treasury quoting the 
decision of the court, and directing Collectors 
to conform to it.

Proposed Deepening of the St. Law- 
rence—Whisky Conference—A Green- 
land Shark—The Budget. 

Ottawa, Ont., April 4.—[Special.]—A 
large deputation of representatives of the 
Board of Trade, shipping interests, corn ex- 
changes, and general mercantile interests of 
Montreal, accompanied by several members 
of Parliament, waited upon the Government 
relative to deepening the St. Lawrence 
River, particularly in Lake St. Peter. Mr. 
Cramp stated that they sought to obrain a 
commission to deepen the channel of the St. 
Lawrence between Montreal and Quebec to 
twenty-seven and a halt feet. The present 
depth is twenty-five feet. This improve- 
ment was absolutely necessary, for the ves- 
sels ordinarily in use at this moment re- 
quired more draught, and as the channel is 
now constructed it might suit in its present 
width for some time, but it should positively 
be deepened immediately.

Massachusetts Almshouse Investica- 
tion. 

Boston, Mass., April 4.—The Tewksbury 
Almshouse investigation was resumed today. 
The Chairman asked to have the issue as to 
whether bodies had been delivered to the 
medical schools eliminated, as that was not 


to be disputed. 

Gov. Butler replied that he expected to 
prove that bodies had been delivered else- 
where, some to be skinned and the skins 
tanned. He proposed to show that after the 
bodies had been buried they had been taken 
up and sent away, and said he would go into 
the graveyard at Tewksbury and produce 
some of the alleged “remains”; this 
investigation was to go on to prove 
testimony which had deen given to 
be absolutely false. The books 
which had been sent to him as books of rec- 
ords of the almshouse were not complete; 
they were copies of the original books. He 
wanted the lutter, embracing those recording 
the deaths and the sale of dead bodies. 

The Chairman said it was claimed that no 
dead bodies had been sold, and hence there 
were no records to be produced, but the Gov- 
ernor said he would prove the contrary. 

Thomas Hall, who worked at Tewks- 
bury from 1874 to 1877, testified that he had 
all the dead to bury while he was there. 
He took them from the dead-house under 
the orders of Thomas J. Marsh Jr., and 
Capt. Manning used to come and get the 
dead bodies, carrying them away in two zine 
air-tight trunks. During the winters he was 
there the bodies taken to Boston averaged 
sixty-five to seventy-five. Bodies were not 
sent in hot weather: no pickling was dune 
while he was there; the bodies received 
from the State Prison for burial at the alms- 
house, were, with one exception, sent away 
for dissection. When witness left he was 
paid $100 for each winter’s work and for 
handling the bodies. He thought Tom 
Marsh used to collect money from Harvard 
College. Witness acknowledged that he 
knew he had been doing something wrong. 
The hearing was adjourned te Monday. 


Alleged Prison Abuses—Liquor Lobbr. 

LANSING, Mich., April 4.—[Special.]—The 
Legislature reassembled today after several 
days’ recess. The House passed most of the 
day in Committee of the Whole, and waded 
through an immense amount of routine 
work. About the most important action on 
bills was the consideration of the Bolge bill 
to take from the Detroit House of Correetion 
the powers and privileges now held by it, and 
whereby it is enabled to contract for the 
time of United States prisoners from 
other States and Territories and 
use them on its chair-making con- 
tracts. The bill was backed by 
able arguments against this municipal insti- 
tution being longer permitted to appear as a 
formidable competitor to free labor, ete. The 
Committee of the Whole, by an almost 
unanimous vote, agreed to thie bill, and the 
House subsequently confirmed the action of 
the committee. The Liquor-Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation was strongly represented here today, 
and doing a heavy lobbying for the 
various bills in their favor and against 
the proposed prohibitory amendment. 
The Senate passed bills as follows: Senate 
bills requiring the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court to give penal bonds in the sum of 
$5,000; amending the jury law so as to per- 
mit more challenges in certain cases; appro- 
priating $3,000 for the State Pioneer Society. 
The House bill for the enforcement of spe- 
cific mining contracts was tabled in tha Sen- 
ate pending its passage. The bill for the 
appropriation of State swamp-lands for 
building the Northport & Newaygo State 
Road was lost, only getting two yeas to 
twenty-four nays, 


The Wisconsin Legisiature Adjourns. 

Mapison, Wis., April 4.—[Special.|—The 
Wisconsin Legislature adjourned at noon 
today. There were but thrée Senators and 
fourteen Assemblymen present in their re- 
spective Houses when the gavels sounded 
for the last time. Two hundred and twenty- 
one bills were introduced in the Senate at 
the last session and 484 in the Assembly, 
making 705 in all. Of this number 360 be- 
came laws, thirty more than last year. The 
bills taxing sleeping-car companies 2 per cent 
on their gross earnings in the State and tele- 
phone companies 1 per cent were signed by 
the Governor after all. The Attorney- 
General filed an opinion that the 
provision of the Constitution relative to the 
manner of passing tax-bills did not apply to 
this kind of legislation. Hence the failure 
of the Assembly to take the ayes and noes on 
these bills did not vitiate them. The Assem- 
bly bill relative to the licensing of railroads has 
failed for lack of the Governor’s signature. 
The original of this bill was drawn up by the 


Railroad Commissioner. Its design was to 
oblige railway companies to report their an- 
nual earnings and mileage on which the license 
fee is based to the Railroad Commissioner 
instead of to the State Treasurer. It was 
amended by the Legislature so as te exclude 
side-tracks from the report of mileage. The 
Attorney-General and Railroad Commission- 
er filed their opinions with the Governor that 
there were grave fears that this particular 
exemption of side-tracks might be so con- 
strued as to allow the railroad companies to 
report spur tracks in their mileage, and by 
thus increasing the mileage lessen the earn- 
ings per mile, place themselves in a different 
class, and get a luwer license imposed. Un- 
der the present law as construed both side 
and spur tracks are excluded. It was con- 
sidered by the State officials that the bill 
might develop into a very vicious one, and 
affect important pending litigation on 
this verv point. The Fire-Escape bill, 
which was one of the most important mat- 
ters under consideration during the session, 
stands in a peculiar position. Owing to the 
dilatoriness of the Assemb?y enrolling foree 
the bill did not reach the Governor until 11 
a.in. today. The bill is very long. ‘here 
were several shorter bills already under con- 
sideration, and the Governor could not reach 
it before the Legislature adjourned. His 
Excellency doubted his rigut to sign a bill 
after the legislature had adjourned, and the 
Attorney-General has been appealed to for a 
decision. This doubtless will be rendered 
tomorrow.

The Free-Pass System. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 4.—{Special.]—A 
measure was introduced during the present 
session of the Connecticut Legislature, as in 
the Legisiatures of several other States this 
winter, prohibiting railroads from issuing 
free passes ta members of the Legislature 
and State offiters. The Connectieut bill went 
further, and provided that their expenses 
while traveling on official business should 
be defrayed by the State and all mileage al- 
luwances abolished. Several hearings have 
been held by committees, and a substitute 
bill will probably be reported prohibiting 
free passes and requiring all railroads to pass 
members of the Legislature free of charge on 
exhibition of certificate of election if travel- 
ing on official business. It is claimed that 
this will relieve members from all sense of 
obligation to the railroads.

THE RIVERS. 


Disaster Threatened at New Orleans 
Relief. 

New OrvEANS, La., April 4.—[Special.|— 
Today the river front of this city rose one 
inch and reached the highest point attained 
here by the flood of 1882, and stood five 
inches below the flood-mark of 1874. The 
water is nearly up to the top of the levees at 
many points, especially on the western bank 
of the river, and at places also on the east 
side in the city limits, and the great waves 
made by the passing steamers slop over 
the banks in considerable volume. When 
there happens to be an abrasion in 
the turf covering these levees a 
considerable washout results and incipient 
crevasses are started. While no breaks were 
reported near the city today, circumstances 
are such as to threaten’ disaster at almost 
any moment. The levees are being watched 
very closely by the planters who live just be- 
hind them, but it is admitted that the danger 
of crevasses opening at almost any point 
along the lower river is very great. For a 
considerable distance on this side of the 
river the New Orleans & Mississippi Valley 
Railroad Company are doing great service. 
liad it not been for the timely force in the 
employ of this company the new Bonnet 
Carre and Angelina levees would no doubt 
have given way and very serious crevasses 
occurred in the levees at Logueshouse on 
the McCann place, and several others in the 
parish of St. James. 

The work of closing the break and strength- 
ening the levees at Logueshouse was com- 
pleted yesterday, 260 convicts having been 
again set to work strengthening the Bonnet 
Carre levee, while the bridge and track 
gangs have resumed work on the line of the 
road. The company have placed fifty men 
on the MeCann Yevee and others where 
the danger of breaks are im- 
winent. The planters are keepi 
a vigilant watch upon the levees night an 
day during the present dangerous hight of 
the river, as the work of one hour now may 
prevent a crevasse that would destroy. hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
property. 2 :

WANTED FOR MURDER. 


John Evans, a Young Colored Man, Ar- 
rested for Shooting Peter Hammond 
at Braidwood Two Weeks Axo. 

Two weeks ago two young colored men 
named John Evans and Peter Hammond 
were engaged ina game of cards in Jim 
Kean’s saloon at Braidwood. At one point 
in the game there was a dispute in the num- 
ber of points gained, and the young fellows 
became involved in a fight, which was 
brought to a sudden close by Evans, who 
drew arevolver and fired one shot at his an- 
tagonist. In the excitement following the 
tiring of the shot Evans made his escape and 
came to this city, where under an alias he 
secured a situation with the Parisian Suit 
Company, on State street. The bullet from 
his revolver took effect in Hammond’s leg, 
severing the femoral artery and causing a 
severe hemorrhage, from which he died 
Tuesday last. Yesterday morning the Cor- 
oner’s jury held an inquest on Hammond’s 
body, and returned a verdict in which Evans 
was held responsible for the murder, and his 
capture urged upon the authorities, Yester- 
day after. the ** Othcer W. J. Stewart 
and a colored Alderman of Braidwood got 
the necessary papers and came on to this 
eity, where ithad been ascertained Evans 
was hid Lieut.

“Me inno- 
cent, me innocent,” he shrieked, when the 
Sheriff came to him. “ You noa can hang a 
me, neva, neva.” The jailkeepers say 
that Cornetti is the worst, prisoner ever con- 
fined in the jail, He behaves more like a 
cared wild beast than a human being. He 
has already bitten three of his keepers, and 
flies at them furiously whenever they enter 
his cell.

SUICIDE OF A WELL-KNOWN INK MANU- 
FACTURER. 

New York, April 4.—[{Special.]—George 
W. Davids, of the firm of Thaddeus Davids

WHICH MAY PRODUCE A KISE IN THE PRICE 
OF RICE. 

New Yor«, April 4.—[{Special.|—Speak- 
ing today on the subject of the dispatch 
cabled from London yesterday to the effect 
that the natives of Burmah had got up a cor- 
ner in rice, and that, owing to rice having 
risen 10 per cent in prices, failures are ex- 
pected in the trade, Mr. William Talmage, of 
the firm of Dan Talinage & Sous, of No. 90 
Wall street, dealers in rice, said: “ The facts 
in the case devolve simply into a question of 
futures. The stock in the Liverpool and 
London and the continental, markets is 
larger than it has ever been before, and is equal 
to twenty times the amount of the crop; and 
this flurry, if so it may be called, will have 
no etfect other than furnishing a temporar 
advantage to those who have a large 1 
on hand. As yet there has been no visible 
effect on this market, nor is it likely to have 
any. in regard to the reported corner by 
natives, that is all nonsense. They 
are not capitalists, and are not pos- 
sessed of sufficient intelligence to get up 
u corner. So far as the price of rice here is 
concerned the market is firm, and this report 
will have nu effect to weaken it; quite the 
contrary in fact, for it will give holders 
greater confidence, Thereis not the slight- 
est truth in the statement that rates have ad- 
vanced 10 per cent, nor is there the least 
danger of any failure in the trade at present 
from any of these causes.

She will have 
five gangways on each side for the reception of 
freight. Her motive power will consist uf a 
compound ehgine with cylitiders N and 44x40 
inches and two steel boilers 8 feet in diameter 
and 16 feet in length, with a working pressure 
of 104 pounds. Her écrew propeiier ia 10 fect 8 
inches in diameter. Bhe is expected to be ready 
for service about the Ist of Juve.

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MURDER ON A RACE-TRACK. 


A Horse Dispute Which Cost James 
Smith Mis Life— Tue Murderer. Sur- 
renders HMimeeclif, 

Vincennes, Ind., April 4.— [Special. 
This neighborhood has added another horri- 
ble and brutal murder to its history, the sec- 
ond that your correspondent has furnished 
Tue TRIBUNE within ten days. Last night 
a fatal fight occurred at the Pinkstaff race- 
track, two miles and a half west of Russell- 
ville, Lawrence County, III., and ten miles 
north of this city. The particulary 
as. gathered from eye-witnesses of the 
dreadful affair are as follows: Last night 
at about 5 o’clock James Davis and James 


Smith became involved in a quarrel over the 
relative merits of certain horses on the 
ground, and Davis offered to bet $5 with 
Smith that his horse would win, whereupon 
Smith remarked that he didn’t believe he 
had 85 or five cents to bet on anything. Lot 
words ensued, and Smith and Davis cha!l- 
lenged each other to fight. Isaac Miller, a by- 
stander, interfered and attempted to quiet the 
disturbance. Finally Miller succeeded in 
parting the combatants, when Davis and a 
young man named Allison left the crowd 
and went off a few yards, evidently to de- 
termine what todo. After some talk, Davis 
pulled off his coat, and then, as if by a sud- 
den impuise, went back to within a few feet 
of Smith, and, shaking his fist, ekclaimed 
angrily: Face me now, you —— . Bide 
on to me now if you cau.“ Smith replied: 
„ dare you to lay your hands ow me,“ at the 
same time advancing upon Davis. Smith 
was within ten feet of Davis when the latter 
drew his revolver and presented it atSmith’s 
head. Smith dropped to a stooping position 
and rushed at Davis, when Davis fired but 
missed his adversary. Davis turned to run, 
butsuddenly changed his mind and stood 
still. Smith rushed at him, and when but 
four feet away Davis fired again, the 
shot taking effect in Smith’s breast. The latter 
clapped his hand to his wound and ex- 
claimed, “Oh, God!” whirled around, and 
walked back to the crowd. A moment later, 
he fell and expired. The second shot did 
the fatal work. The first shot missed the in- 
tended victim and took effectin the heel of 
a bystander, Joel Allison. Davis started to 
run, but subsequently stopped and gave him- 
self up. The authorities were sent for 
and an inquest is being held tonight. 
Smith, the murdered man, was married, 
and leaves a wife and three children. 
He was between B and 30 years of age. 
Davis, the murderer, is a reckless youth 
hardly 20 years of age, sou of Squire Davis, 
a wealthy farmer of Lawrence County. Both 
parties in this affair were drunk. Davis is in 
jail at Lawrenceville awaiting his prelimina- 
ry trial. He makes the plea of seif-defense. 


BREACH OF PROMISE. 


A Judgment of $7,000 Annulled—The 
Gentieman in the Case Seventy Years 
014d. 

Lrrriu Rock, Ark,, April 4.—Advices re- 
eeived today from Berryville, Carroll County, 
this State, are to the effect that the $7,000 
judgment rendered against Albert Haskins 
and in favor of Amelia Scott at the recent 
term of the Circuit Court in that county has 
been set aside. Miss Scott instituted suit for 
alleged failure to carry out a marriage con- 
tract. Haskins is a native of Llinois, aged 
70 years, and very wealthy. It appears he 
paid attention to Miss Scott some months 
ago, and the lady construed his gallantry as 
tending to matrimony, and when he wedded 
another she at once brought suit, laying 
the damages at $12,000. The case excited 
much attention. The plaintif madea strong 
fight. Amoug the witnesses was Judge 
Thomas Bunch, who verformed the cere- 
mony which united Haskins to another, and 
he testified that he always supposed Haskins 
intended to marry Miss Scott, aud other wit- 
nesses testihed to a similar belief. The t- 
torneys for plaintiff, using the arguments 
employed by Sergt. Buzfuz in the Bardell ys. 
Pickwick case, succeeded in winning the 
jury, and a verdict was returned for Miss 
Scott in the sum of $7,000. This verdict has 
now been set aside, but itis understood that 
Miss Scott will make another effart to se- 
cure pecuniary recompense for her blighted 
aifecuons.

AFTER THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

Commissioner O'Neill complained to the City 
Health Department yesterday that the alley ad- 
joining the jail was in an exceedingly fithy con- 
dition, the result of persons living or doing 
business in the vicinity dumping everything in 
the shupe of refuse matter init. The Health 
Commissioner promised to clean it at once, and 
it is only to be regretted that the complaint did 
not extend to the other alleys in that section, 
for the seayenger service is but littie short of a 
nuisance. The ordinance provides, for instanve, 
that deposits of garbae shall not be made in 
alleys, and the . hires an army of Inspectors 
to see that the ordinances are enforced, and 
sundry garbage wagons are provided to go 
around and remove the accumulations. But 
little, if any attention appears to be paid to mat- 
ters of the kind except to remove the stuff at 
rare intervals or at the convenience of the gar- 
bage wugon men. A few prosecutions for viola- 
tions of the ordinances on the subject wouid 
not only have a wholesome etfect it is thought, 
but would save the city considerable of the ex- 
pense that is entailed by the apparent looseness. 
which seems to pervade the Health Department. 
If the ordinances were euforced,in otber words, 
and the scavengers made to earn their money. 
the compiaints would be far fewer than they 
are. 

CORRECTING MISTAKES. 

It transpired yesterday that the County Board 
had been doing business the last few weeks 
without authority. The law provides that the 
mecetings of the Commissioners shall be quarter- 
ly, and the weekly meetings are simply adjourn- 
ments—in other words, devices on the part of 
the Commissioners to draw their per diem. The 
last authorized meeting was held Feb. 26, the 
end of the quarter, and, instead of their having 
adjourned sine die, as the law requires, they 
adjourned, it appears from the records, without 
Gate, and never discovered the mistake they 
made until yesterday, when some of the mem- 
bers started a petition for the holding 
of a “special meeting” Monday. Such 
a meeting can be held, on the 
petition of five. members, at any time, 
and the idea of calling the meeting is to cover 
up the mistake made in. not adjourning in 
February as the law requires. In other words, 
they have beed holding illeral meetings, and 
transacting business without adthority of law, 
and tbe County Treasurer has been innocently 
honoring their orders. Then again, they have 
been passing pay-rolls and incurring expenses 
witbout any excuse from a teehnical stanupoint, 
and tho special meeting—which would be regular 
without this mistake—is to be called to straighten 
out matters. Whether any one will be inclined 
to take advantage of the board’s ignorance in 
the premises or not remains to be seen. 


THE PRESBYTERIANS. 
ANNIVERSARY WEEK AT THE NORTHWEST- 
ERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY.

THE JACOB MURDER. 


THE TRAMP M’CONNELL HELD BY THE COR- 
ONER’S JURY. 

The Coroner’s inquest in the case of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Lea Jacob, ot No. 1338 State street, the wom- 
an who died last Friday from the effects ot an 
assault by a tramp, was held an thejarmory po- 
hee station yesterday morning by Deputy-Cor- 
oner FT. P. Shanahan. 

The first witness called was Philip Jacob, the 
woman's husband. He testiued that the wom- 
an was 43 years of age, and that sue had been 
his wife for twenty-six years: Ou Monday, two 
weeks ago, upon his return to his store at the 
above-mentioned place, be saw the prisoner, 
Jobu McConnell, standing inside the door, near 
a show-case, and on asking whut be wanted the 
fellow said that he was hard up, and wanted 
a tew pennies. Jacob told him he had 
nothing to give him, and, r a moan iu the 
back room, he stepped back, and found his wife 
lying unconscious upon the tloor near a cradle 
containing two young children, her head and 
the floor around ber being covered with biood. 
She was bieeding almost to death. He rushed 
out almost cragy at what he bad seen, when the 
tramp, who had been waitme for the result of 
Jacob's investigation in the back room, quietly 
walked out. Ina few moments Jacob rusbed 
out upon the street and called for help, when 
several neighbors came into the bouse and 
helped to place the almost lifeless body of Mrs. 
Jacob upon a bed, Jucob positively identified 
the prisoner as the man be had seen in his little 
store on the day of the assault. 

Several witnesses were called who testified 
that the same man had been seen begging in the 
different stores and houses along the block in 
which the murderous deed was committed, but 
the most important witness is a little 10-year- 
old coiored girl named Sarah Dixon, who testi- 
ned that when she was returning home from 
school on the day of the assault she stopped to 
look in at the show-window of the little notion 
store képt by the Jacob family in front of the 
house they lived in, and iu a moment she saw 
the prisoner strike Mrs. Jacob two or three ter- 
rible blows upon the head. She could not say 
whether or not the prisoner struck the woman 
with his fist or with some instrument, as she was 
very much frightened and ran away. She 
positively identified the prisoner as the man 
who struck the woman. 

Officer Thomas Curtis and Officer John Walsh. 
of the Citizens’ League police, who arrested the 
man, recognized him as the same person who 
had been begging in a stove store a few doors 
south of Jacob's place not more than fifteen 
minutes before Mrs. Jacob was assaulted. 

The evidence was strong against McConnell, 
who isa filthy and ugly-looking tramp of her- 
culean build and a depraved countenance. 
When he was allowed to make a statement he 
swore that he was on the opposit side of the 
street at the time of the assault. He said be 
went into the little store to buy a pair of socks, 
but saw no one there but a little giri. 
After being out half an hour the jury 
returned the following verdict: We, the jury, 
after careful investigution into the cause of the 
death of Fannie Lea Jacob, find that the de- 
ceased came to her death from fracture of the 
skull and laceration of the substance of the 
brain, intlicted by the hands of John McConnell; 
and we, the jury. further recommend that the 
said John McConnell be held over to the grand 
jury for further investigation.” 

A post-mortem examination by Dr. Bluthardt 
revealed the fact that Mrs. Jacob’s skull had 
been fractured in several places, and that the 
bruin substance had been severely bruised. He 
said the wounds were inflicted by some biunt 
instrument,

THE INDIANS. 


Fifty Miextcans Reported Killed in 
Souora— Trouble Apprehended with 
Creek Renegades. 

SANTA FE, N. M., April 4.—All the Apachés 
have been driven across the line from Senora 
into Arizona. In Sonora they operated in 
small detachments and committed horrible 
atrocities. They killed all the Mexicans they 
met, the number being estimated at fifty-two. 
They also took an immense number of horses 
and cattle. Gen. Forsythe reports that he 
has lost the trail in the Chihuahua Mount 
ains. Nothing has been heard of Capt. 
Black’s command for four days, and the re- 
port that they have been ambushed is galn- 
ing credit. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4.—A telegram 
received at the War Department and for- 
warded to the Indian Office today reports 
that Chief Spioche and the Creek Indians, 
who recently left their reservation, have 
gone intocamp with the Comanches thirty 
miles west of the Sac and Fox 1 rvation. 
The peaceable Creeks will hold a council 
with the seceders tomorrow, and if the iat- 
ter refuse to return to their reservation and 
are supported by other tribes all the availa- 
ble military force at Forts Reno and Sill will 
be needed. The dispatch further states that 
Maj. Platt has directed Maj. Bates, of the 
Twentieth Infantry, to call on the command- 
ing officers at Forts Reno and Sill for troops 
if necessary.

Pan- Handle. 


The Purchasers a Party of Lon- 
doners—The Negotiations 
Just Closed.

The interest in Texas lands in this eity was 
greatly augmented yesterday by a report that 
the Pan-Handle, comprising the northern 
arm of that State which extends into the 
Indian Territory, and is owned by Chicago 
parties, had been sold to a London syndicate. 
The report was verified by the personal state- 
ment of Congressman C. B. Farwell last 
evening at his residence, No. 1634 Prairie 
avenue. 

One year ago the present spring Tur Tris- 
UNE published an account of the transfer of 
the Pan-Handle by the State of Texas to 
Messrs. C. B. Farwell, John V. Farwell, Abner 
Taylor, and Col. A.C, Babcock in consideration 


of their building of a capitol for the State at a 


cost not to fall short of $1,500,000, It was 
the comment of the newspaper world of En- 
gland and America that the State should 
let this valuable proplrty. amouhting to 
3,000,000 acres, or some 5,000 square miles, 
out of its hands at the small sum of 50 cents 
an acre, when railways were rapidly increas- 
ing the value of property all over the Texas 
domain. It was further a matter of specula- 
tion that this district, so marvelously rich in 
arable and growing lands, and watered and tim- 
bered to such a degree, had not been adver- 
tised r sale, and speculators given the 
chance of buying it in at something like its 
real value. The fact that it has now been 
sold to a London svndicate for the snug sum 
of $10,000,000, or 83.33% per acre, will show 
how just these criticisms were.

‘You have received many proposals for 
the Pan- Handle?“ 

“A great many. We never offered the 
lands for sale, as the revenue from them 
was large. We listened to many pro- 
posals, but accepted none until the present 
one came. It was the only large and solid 
block of land left in this country. Samuel 
W. Allerton, of this city, who traveled there, 
informs me that the minimum revenue on 
‘Texas lands is 35 per cent.“ 

„Mr. Allerton is quite a farmer?” 

Mr. Farwell smiled significantly. “ Yes, 
his judgment of lands is worth face value.”

In 1878 a law was passed directing the 
Commissioner of Public Lands to sell the 
Pan-Hanale and procure funds to build the 
Capitol. In 1879 the lands. were appraised 
at 50 cents per acre, which meant 
$1,500,000 with which to build 
the edifice. Our contract calls for the ex- 
penditure of that sum, but we intend to 
spend much more on it, By the way, the 
Commissioner has just completed a general 
appraisal of Texas lands, and finds that the 
minimum price anywhere in the State is not 
less than $2 per aere.”’ 

Congressinan Farwell having declined to 
give the price which was id for the Pan- 
Handle, a triend of the firm was interviewed.

TERRIFIC "EX PLOSION. 


ee e 
Two Boys Killed in Baltimore by an 
Explosion of Sewer-Gas—A Num- 
ber of Houses Injured— 
Minor Casualties. ‘ 


BAL TIMonx. Ad., April 4.—[Special.]—The 
residents of the northeastern section of this 
city were startled by a terrific exvlosion to- 
day, which shook the foundations of the 
houses for squares and tore up the beds of 
both Bond and ‘Chew streets for some dis- 
tance.. Flying stones and dirt filled the air, 
looking-glasses and pictures were shaken 
from the walls in dwellings, and the people 
were nearly crazed with fright. At first 
everybody thought it was an earthquake, but 
upon examination it was discovered that 
this sudden convulsion of the earth was 
caused by a gas explosion of a singu- 
lar character. Some time since a 
stream of water known as Harford Run, 
which flows through that section, was tun- 
neled over and turned into a sewer. It was 
beneath the bed of the streets, and gas-malns 
cross it at different points. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

One of these pipes had sprung a leak, and 
the sewer, being tightly closed for several 
squares, had become filled with gas, when 
Robert Swett, a 77-year-old lad, standing over 
one of the manholes tothe sewer, threwa 
lighted match, with which he had ignited a 
cigaret, into a small aperture in the top, and 
the next instant there was a terrific 
report followed by the rumbling sound of 
fall earth and stones, and the boy was 
hurled some distance away, his clo on 
tire — the flames that shot out of the 
sewer hole. He was terribly burned about 
the head and body. For a few moments all 
was confusion, and the greatest excitement 
prevailed, Fortunately it was in a quiet 
neighbor and few persons were on the 
street at the time. 

THE DEAD CHILDKEN. 

Parents whose children had been playing 
in the vicinity ran frantically about looking 
for their little one but two mothers searched 
in vain to find their children alive, and this 
evening the bodies of Charles McCarthy and

THE FISH TRADE. 


The Millions of Cod, Clams, Perch, and 
Oysters We Consume—An Active In- 
quiry on Foot as to the Winter 
Haunts of the Mackerel. 

A reporter ran across Mr. W. A. Wilcox, 
of Boston, yesterday. Ile is Secretary of the 
Fish Bureay of that city, and has been con- 
nected with the United States Fish Commis- 
sion for two or three years, having assisted 
in collating the statistics of the industry for 
the census of 1880. So he was a good man to 
interview. and a great deal of interesting in- 
formation was obtained from him. 

„Very few people in the West,” said he, 
“realize the importance of the fish industry. 
Let me give you some figures which the Cen- 
sus Bureau haven’t published yet. Thetotal 
eatch in the great lakes In 1850 was 68,742,000 
pounds, whitefish leading with 21,436,900 
pounds, over half of which came from Lake 
Michigan. Herring came next with 
15,353,300 pounds, three-fourths of which 
came from Lake Erie; then sturgeon, 7,012,- 
000 pounds, and trout 6,804,000 pounds. 
There were 5,293 vessels, with a tonnage of 
178,446 tons, engaged in the Atlantic coast 
fisheries. ‘They carried 33,655 boats, and em- 
vioyed 77,566 fishermen, while the fitter and 
factory hands numbered 21,342, making 98,908 
persons, or, including the Pacific coast (16,- 
745) and the great lakes (5,050), a total of 
120,708, The weight in pounds of the fish 
caught was: Atlantic coast, 1,445,284,009; Pa- 
clfie coast, 181,548,920: great lakes, 68 742.000; 
total, 1.603.575, 019 pounds, worth R41, ,603, 659. 
The capital employed is $35,204,557, that in 
the great lake fisheries being $1,545,975.

Late Legal Decisions in State and Fed- 

eral Courts. 

The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important decisions recently made ip State 
and Federal courts: 

LETTERS TESTAMENTARY — RECITAL Or 
DEATH OF TESTA TOR — EVIDENCE OF 
DEATTI. 

It was objected to ina decree in equity es- 
tablishing title to a patent that the executor of 
the patentee could not assign the patent, though 
he beld letters téstamentary, because the death 
of the testator had not been established affirma- 
tively. In this case, Hurlburt vs, Van Wormer, in 
the United States Circuit Court for the Northern 
District of New York, Judge Wallace decided 
in favor of the compiainant, and in the opinion 
said: Letters testamentary by the New York 
code of procedure, Sec. 2,591, are conclusive evi- 
dence of the authority ‘or the persons to whom 
they are granted until the letters are revoked or 
the decree granting them is reversed on appeal, 
Irrespective of this statute, the recitals of the 
jurisdictional facts necessary to confer juris- 
diction in the decrees and judgments of courts 
of exclusive though of limited jurisdiction are 
prima facie evidence of the tacts recited. Upon 
this principle it has been repeatedly declared that 
the grant of letters testamentary isin general 
prima facie evidence of the death of the tes- 
tator. 

COLLISION—VESSEL IN TOW—LIABILITIES— 

RAISING SUNKEN VESSEL. 

The owner ot a caualboat which was lashed to 
the tug carrying her, and which was sunk in a 
collision between the tugboat and a steamship, 
libeled the steamship for his loss. On the trial 
of the cause, Dougherty vs. The Franconia, in 
the U nited States Cireuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York, the owners of the ship set 
up that, as the tug was also to blame for the 
collision, the libel was not maintainable against 
the steamship alone, Judge Wallace, in affirm- 
ing the decree in favor of the libelant, said: 
Assuming that the tug was primarily responsi- 
bie for bringing about the situation in which the 
collision took place, the steamship must never- 
theless respond to the libelant for the damages 
he sustained if the exercise of due care on ber 
part would have prevented the ultimate conse- 
quences. At law the party injured by the con- 
curring negligent acts of two or more wrong- 
doers may proceed against all of them jointly or 
any one of them severally, and recover his entire 
damages. And as to an Innoc ut tow, or as to 
cargo not owned by one of the two offending 
vessela, the same richt exists in admiraity, and 
an apportionment of the loss on principles of ad- 
miralty between the offending vessels will not 
be made, but the owner of the tow or cargo 
may resort to either or both of the offenders 
for his wbole loss. It is claimed bere that, as the 
libeliant did not do his duty in raising the 
sunken boat, if it was practicable, he cannot re- 
cover upon the theory of a total loss of boat and 
cargo, It is not generally incumbent upon the 
owner.where his vessel has been sunk bya colli- 
sion, to go to any expense whatever for the pur- 
pose of raising her, and the facts here do not 
present an exceptional Case. 

INFRINGEMENT OF PATENT AFTER EXPIRA- 

TION—DATE OF MANUFACTURE. 

A biliin equity was filed for an injunction 
and an account of profitsupon an alleged in- 
fringement of a patent whieh had expired. 
There was po allewation in the bill that the ma- 
chines on hand had been made before the ex- 
piration of the patent. in this case, Reay ye. 
Race, in the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, Judge Shipman, 
in dismissing the bill, said: A bill to reatrain the 
use of a manufactured device after the expira- 
tion of the patent must allege that the defend- 
unt is using machines manufactured during the 
existence of the patent. 

SUPPLIES TO CHARTERED VESSEL-——LIEN. 


A steamship was liboied for coal supplies, 
Sue waga foreign vessel, owned in Hamburg, 
but bad been chartered by H. W. & Co., of New 
York, for service between the United states and 
Brazil. The coal was required for the intended 
voyage of the charterers, and at the time it was 
bougbt the vessel was under the control of the 
charterers, and the master was, by the terms of 
the charter-party, under the orders and direc- 
tions of the charterers.

MUNICIPAL CORPOBATIONS—MABILITY FOB 
INJURIES FROM COASTING, 

A city was sued in Indiana by a father for in- 
juries suffered by bis son by persons who were 
coasting in the public streets. There was an or- 
dinance the terms of which forbade the use of 
the public streets for such dangerous 1 
In this case, Faulkner vs. The Uny 
of Aurora, the Bupreme Court 0 
Indiana decided in ‘favor of the city. 
Judge Morris, in the opinion, said: The com- 
plaint is not that the plaintiff's son was injured 
bevause of the defects in the street rendering it 
unsafe and unfit for pubiic use, but because 
persons, while im the street, in 
the presence of the policemen, ran thelr coast- 
ing-sled aguinst his son and injured him. If the 
city is liable for — injury thus produced it 
would follow logically that it would — liable for 
an injury catwsed a ioafer in lounging in its 
streets, occurring in the presence of ite officers, 
if it were known that such persons were accus- 
tomed to lounge and loar u tbe streets. To 
hold incorporated cities liable for such injuries 
would be unjust, and withuut, we think, the 
sanction of law,
